An employee on leave 
ot absence, upon return to position or to 
cther public service, was granted prior 
service credit for the period, if spent in the 
armed forces, upon showing an honorable 
discharge. This applies to women as well 


as to men. Be sure that those leaving 


library service to enter the armed forces 


are aware of this change. 


Due to the emergency and to the fact 
that some public agencies are having peo- 
ple return to work after their superannua- 
tion retirement has gone into effect, some 
adjustment of the law may be necessary. 
Another item that needs consideration is 
that of disability benefits for those in the 
As the United States has 


in the past assumed such responsibilities, 


armed forces. 


it is probable that this pattern will be 


followed in the future. But the Public 


Employees Retirement System must be 
safeguarded in some way—physical exami- 
nation, ete., upon return of such disabled 
individuals to public employment and to 
the Public Employees Retirement System. 

As the retirement systems in Ohio (Pub- 
lic Employees, School Employees and 
Teachers) vary in the terms of disability 
allowances, it may be wise to try to unify 
these. Just what legislation will be in-
